U.S.  Ambassador  concerning  International  Cooperation 
In  China

Availing  myself  of  the  opportunity  of  Ambassador  Grew* a 
call  on  me  on  the  25th  on  other  bualneag,  and  considering  It 
fitting  to  explain  our  attitude  voluntarily,  I  broached  the 
subject  of  the  Informal  annoxinoement  by  a  member  of  the  Foreign 
Qffloe  recently  to  the  press  and  told  him  that,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  I  had  no  Intention  of  making  such  an  announcement  and  that 
It  was  not  bo  be  regarded  as  an  official  announcement.  Further, 
I  explained  to  him  that  the  Japanese  Government  have  no  Inten¬ 
tion  of  disregarding  the  Nine-Power  Treaty  and  therefore 
naturally  respect  the  principles  of  the  Open-Door  and  T?q\ial 
Opportvinlty;  that  with  regard  to  the  commerce  of  the  various 
powers  with  China,  so  long  as  it  Is  bona  fide,  they  have  not 
only  no  objection  whatsoever  but  rather  welcome  It;  but  that 
while  recently  there  are  persons  In  various  quarters  who,  from 
ulterior  motives  are  scheming  to  sell  various  goods  or  to  loan 
funds  to  China,  activities  of  such  nature  gravely  affect  the 
maintenance  of  peace  and  order  In  Fast  Asia,  to  which,  in  view 
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of  the  geographical  relations  between  China  and  Japan,  Japan 
naturally  cannot  reir.fi tn  indifferent. 

The  American  AJiha.^sador  replied  that  he  understood  fully 
the  foregoing  explanations,
